As I read through my TEC NEWS and read about how members got 
their start in collecting elongatedcoins, I began to think back to 
the time I first saw an elongatedcoin. It was in the late 1930's, 
at the time of the fair at San Diego, California. I was about eight 
years old at the time. 

I can remember having to get up very early in the morning to 
start the long drive to the fair. It was only a little over a 100 
miles, but in those days that took over three hours to drive. To 
get to the fairgrounds from the city you could drive around the bay 
or take the ferry.

My father gave him the money and he placed pennies between 
the rollers, turned the handle a couple of times and out the slot 
came elongated pennies. I know now that they were not rolled by 
that machine as the rollers were wide like on the old ringer-type 
washing machine and the coins came out flat, not curved. They were 
probably rolled elsewhere and brought to the fair to be sold. At the 
time I must confess that I was more interested in the man at the 
next stage who was swallowing all sorts of coins and inviting people 
in to see the side show and to find out how the coins were removed 
from his stomach. (We did not bite.) We went on to and saw all 
the exhibits, carrying our new coins. 

Like all small boys, I kept my elongated cent in my box of 
special things. I had a decoder badge and whistling ring with a 
secret compartment and all the other good things that you could get 
with box tops. This box made several trips with me from California 
to Indiana and back again. 

As the years went by, so did my box of goodies including my 
elongated cent. All that is left now is the memory of my first 
elongated coin and where it came from.

Some people win fame over night and 
others wait a life time. Uncle Sam had been 
around approximately 137 years before the 
United States Government decided to do any¬ 
thing about him. As is often the case, the 
character grew right out of the grass roots. 
Uncle Sam took over without any official 
sanction, rules or regulations for display, 
or Congress prohibiting the use of, or ad¬ 
vertising of the character. He has survived 
through war and peace, hard times and good. There is something about 
him that is timeless. 

It has been said many people from foreign countries want to 
know how Uncle Sam really should look. They want to know how the 
Americans really see him. Each person seems to describe him in a 
different way. The State Department had a man look at hundreds of 
posters and pictures of Uncle Sam. He said, "To me he represents 
friendship and kindness, yet firm, a character a person would like 
to meet and know". To most Americans the United States without 
Uncle Sam would seem like Christmas without a Santa Claus. To 
small children it may not be too significant what the rest of the 
world thinks of the old fellow in the striped pants and Congress 
gaiters and tall hat.

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DESIGNING MY FIRST ELONGATED COIN by James R. Davisson TEC #559 

Fullerton, Calif. 

I have made many sketches of elongated coins designed and roll¬ 
ed by others. I have also made sketches of all elongated coins that 
Lloyd Wagaman has rolled and many of these sketches have been used 
in the TEC NEWS from time to time, but I had never designed any my¬ 
self. 

This year I became the California Collectors of Elongateds club 
representative to the Numismatic Council of Orange County. This is 
a group comprised of representatives from coin clubs of the county. 
They put on a show once a year and a coin auction once a year. At 
the end of the year all proceeds from these events are divided 
among the participating clubs. 

When the first show was planned it was decided to use elongated 
dimes as admission tickets. This year was the ninth show and elong¬ 
ated dimes have been used for all the shows so far. I being a mem¬ 
ber of an elongated collecting club, was asked to design the coin 
for this year’s coin show. So I made two designs and two varia¬ 
tions of each and the council picked the one they liked best. 

I then finished up the art work ready to go. Since the die was 
to be made by photo fabrication, the art work was done on a large 
scale (8^" x 11" paper) and to be reduced by photography to the size 
to put on the die. The art work was all done and everything ready 
to go to the roller when a frantic phone call came to "hold every¬ 
thing". Another coin show had been scheduled for the same dates. 
After some hurried conferences the date was changed. The art work 
was changed and finally on its way. 

A total of 3,500 dimes were rolled. Over 1,600 had been sold 
by mail orders before the show date, and by mid-day of the last day 
of the show all the dimes had been sold. Needless to say, next year 
we will roll a larger quantity. I like to think it was my design 
that did it.

MYSTERY ROLLER IDENTIFIED by Doug Fairbanks TEC #623 

Jamesville, N.Y. 

Next to the last day of the New York State Fair, held in the 
town of Syracuse, N.Y. each year, one of my daughters told me she 
had seen a man rolling out those "funny coins" that I collect. Next 
morning, I was at the fair. Sure enough, not very far from the main 
entrance I located this roller. The sunlight glistenned off his 
machine which stood about four feet from the ground level and was 
either triple chromed or all nickel plated. He had two dies work¬ 
ing on pennies only, a Bicentennial and a Lord’s Prayer. Doing a 
brisk business, he did not wish to converse to any great length 
and would not reveal his I.D. No initials on the 1976-D pennies. 

I left him to his work and started roaming around. About three 
city blocks further on, I ran into another roller with a similar 
beautiful machine. He was rolling a Lord’s Prayer only. He also 
was busy and didn't have time to talk. 

I proceeded to ramble on and a little while later I ran into 
another roller with the same type of machine, who was rolling a 
Bicentennial and a Lord's Prayer too. This man was not to busy and 
was talkative. I showed him five pieces of "common" elongated coins, 
which I always carry around. I gave him one of my cards and told 
him a little about my collection of elongated coins, etc. He then 
reached into his pocket and handed me an elongated coin with the 
Lord's Prayer in French. This rung a bell with me, since I had 
this coin and remembered where I had gotten it. When he showed me 
a card of the person who he worked for, it was confirmed.

He 
said his boss sure would like to meet me and/or have a list of same. 

Well the roller started to get busy, so I just wandered off 
and was glad to have thrown some light on this puzzleing mystery. 
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FIND ANY RESTRIKES LATELY? by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

Remember folks when you buy the older elongated coins to make 
sure they are really the older ones made years ago. If you can't 
tell the difference ask the dealer selling the elongated coin if it 
is the real thing. If he knowingly sells you a restrike then it 
could be held against him. If you study your coins carefully, of the 
engraving etc., you will be able to tell. Remember just because a 
coin is old doesn't mean that it was rolled the same year. A dealer 
has to tell you an elongated coin is a restrike, if he knows it is. 

Its like when the rollers roll coins now. If you want an early 
coin rolled you roll it as you do any other coin. I mean you can 
roll any older coins on your machine, such as Indian head pennies. 
If you have a rolling machine and a die you can roll on any early 
coin. 

Recently I was given two elongated coins and there was no harm 
there. When I got home I checked the coins over. They looked like 
an older design which I'm sure you will find in Dottie Low's book* 
Yet these two coins were rolled on a 1964 penny and another year of 
the sixty's. I kept looking the coins over and the more I looked 
the more I thought the coins were almost the same as the older coins 
and design, but these coins looked as if the die was made lately 
too. To me these elongated coins look like good counterfeit elong¬ 
ated coins. I still have to study the coins further under a strong 
glass and will also have some slides made. The slides show up a lot 
too, when you put the early coin and the 1964 rolled out penny of 
the same design together you can see the difference. 

Like I said, a lot of study has to go into this, but I can bet 
we will start finding a lot of counterfeit elongated coins of our 
early coins. So folks if you think your elongated coins are not 
the real thing, don't buy them. If you do buy them don't pay more 
than 500, as I wouldn't give more than that. I'd still give the 
dealer a hard time if I was buying a restrike. 

So if you are suspicious of an elongated coin you buy and pay 
a high price for it, you may have been had. Now don't go thinking 
that all your old coins are not the real thing. Its when you have 
an old design on a coin made thirty, or more years later that you 
have to worry about. Also let us hear about it. With Lee Martin now 
writing a book on the older coins maybe he could write about these 
counterfeit elongated coins.

The Hawaii State Numismatic Association (HSNA) held their 1976 
coin show at tne Ala Meana Hotel in Honolulu, Hawaii, during Novem¬ 
ber 11-14. Once again the Franklin Mint, with Curly Mitchell, con¬ 
tributed much to make the show a success. Also John J. Pittman, an 
annual visitor to the show, was doing his "table hopping" and greet¬ 
ing friends with a handshake. However, the star of the show this 
year was the elongated coin with the famous "DD" on it. The elong¬ 
ated cent piece sold for 500 each and a limited number (50) of dime 
pieces sold for $2.00 each. The profit from the sales was used to 
help pay the show’s expenses. 

The elongateds are beautiful pieces in horizontal design with 
the title "City of Refuge" across the top. The middle of the piece 
is dominated by a Hawaiian Tiki (idol) and a couple of coconut palms. 
This central design is very similar to that depicted on the United 
States 1972 National Parks Centennial 110 air mail stamp which the 
stamp collectors will identify as Scott #C84. To the right of the 
Tiki is "1976" and "Hawaii". To the left of the Tiki is "H.S.N.A." 
and Dottie Dow’s "DD". It has a beaded border. 

For those of you who may be interested in Hawaiian lore the 
City of Refuge, which today is a U.S. National Park, it was a sanc¬ 
tuary during the tribal history of the Hawaiians. It was an area 
surrounded by stone walls. Once inside its boundaries anyone was 
safe from persecution or prosecution as long as the person obeyed 
the rules and customs of the sanctuary and remained therein.

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THE CREATION OP A ELONGATED COIN by Lee Martin TEC #129 

Beaumont, Calif. 

§ Elongated cents generally retail for a half dollar. 

Without a doubt it is the greatest numismatic bargain es¬ 
pecially when one thinks of the work involved in its cre¬ 
ation. Elongated coins just don't happen! They are usually 
produced after a lot of thought and effort goes into the 
original design. 

The House of Elongateds requested that its customers 
suggest subjects; those accepted were to receive an elongated quar¬ 
ter as a "thank you". Literally thousands of ideas were forwarded. 
Many of them were repetitious, but a lot of the suggestions were ex¬ 
ceptional and a few were prize winners. 

Once an idea has been accepted, the real work begins. How does 
one depict a scene that may have occured one hundred years ago? 
It requires research and sometimes the purchase of old artwork. 
Often collecting historical themes can cause confusion. If you 
followed many Bicentennial stories, you probably noticed different 
versions promoted by supposedly authoriative sources. 

In any case, creating artwork is a major problem especially 
for those who work with photo fabrication or the pantograph. Hand 
engravers undoubtedly are the most creative group of artisians but 
they have more latitude because the others must reproduce a photo 
or artwork exactly as it appears. 

A lot of time goes into completion of the artwork which usually 
includes a press type lettering often in a variety of sizes. Then 
the artwork is photographed and reduced to the approximate size it 
will appear on the die. Some technicians work from positives so the 
negative is placed in contact with another piece of line film ex¬ 
posed and converted into a reverse image of the negative (or the 
way it would appear if printed on paper) but instead it r s on film. 

The positive/or negative (depending upon the technique involved) 
is then ready for the next step. A die must be sensitized by 
coating it with a special material. The coating can be applied by 
dip method or through a spray. It's not a simple step because the 
sensitized layer has to be properly mixed to insure a perfect image. 
After the die has been coated and dried, an exposure is made. The 
positve is placed in contact with the die and brilliant light is 
used to reproduce a photo-sensitive image on the die. The positive 
is then removed and the die is then developed using a special 
developer. 

At that point the die is placed into a highly volatile and 
somewhat dangerous acid. The fumes can quickly damage sensitive 
lungs so ventilation is a must. The acid etches the die but does 
not affect areas covered by a resist coating. Thus, selected areas 
are etched and others retain their original height. In this manner 
the image is formed. 

At this point the roller basks in complete satisfaction or com¬ 
mits mental suicide. If the exposure was improper, if the coating 
wasn't perfect or if the acid bath wasn't strong enough, the entire 
process is repeated and the air turns blue as the roller mutters 
his protests. If all goes well, the die is cleaned and often polish¬ 
ed for better imagery. 

The roller supposedly will have on hand enough 1976 cents to 
produce his order. If you've tried to get 1976 cents from your lo¬ 
cal bank, you know the problems involved.

Ask a teller for a roll of new cents and they will glare or 
stare; some will even dare you. It's usually best to visit a coin 
dealer and buy a bag of cents paying his premium. 

After purchase, each coin has to be coated so that the portrait 
of Lincoln will be retained. A non-coated new cent portrait of 
Lincoln simply disappears when it goes through the roller. Coating 
is a hand process and is time consuming. 

It’s a job placing a die on the roller and consumes more time 
and patience. Fortunately, up to three images can be on each die. 
Some rollers manage to place as many as five images on a die but our 
organization likes a little working room so three is the maximum we 
use. 

After the coins are rolled, the selling job begins. Two spe¬ 
cial brochures are created. Original artwork of each die is repro¬ 
duced as line copy, a news bulletin is written and then an exten¬ 
sive mailing list is utilized with the cost of each contact running 
close to 200. Lots of bookeeping is involved and also correspond¬ 
ence. Then the entire job is frustrating when we receive letters 
such as those which state, "Why do you charge 500 for only a cent, 
wouldn’t a quarter be more realistic?" We could answer and say $1 
per cent wouldn't be out of line, but then if we wanted to get rich, 
we'd be out selling used cars!

My wife and I are members of the St. Petersburg Coin Club in 
Florida. My wife is a member of the Board of Directors and I am the 
Vice President there.

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A NEW EXPERIENCE by William C. Henderson TEC #370 

Colorado Springs, Colo. 

During the early part of summer, 1976, the thought occured to 
me that none of the rollers of elongated coins had produced one for 
the observance of Colorado's Centennial of Statehood. Being mind¬ 
ful of two major facts: First, Colorado was the only state to be 
observing its Centennial concurrent with the Nation’s Bicentennial, 
and secondly, remembering the old adage, "Fools rush in where 
Angels fear to tread”, I decided I would make an attempt at produc¬ 
ing an elongated coin. 

In contemplating a possible design, I immediately decided it 
should contain the relatively simple, but unusually meaningful 
state flag. In addition, since Colorado is a state of many lofty 
mountains, such a design should obviously contain mountains hope¬ 
fully, at least an outline of this country's best known and most 
publicized one, Pikes Peak. Lastly, If possible, the Colorado Blue' 
Spruce tree should also be included. 

With these thoughts in mind, I proceeded to develop a design 
for <'my" elongated coin. I then mailed this design to several roll¬ 
ers, hoping it could be accomplished by the anniversary date of the 
Colorado Statehood, August 1, 1976, but such was not possible. I 
neglected the obvious and during the A.N.A. convention in New York, 

I discussed my problem with our own Dottie Dow, who said she would, 
and could roll them for me, this she did with her usual expertise. 

The focal point of this elongated coin is the state flag. To 
the right of the flag is an outline of Pikes Peak. On the left of 
the flag is another symbolic mountain and on both sides of the flag 
and in the foreground, is the much-sought-after Colorado Blue 
Spruce trees. 

A brief description of the Colorado State Flag is in order: 
The top and bottom stripe is blue and the center stripe is white. 
Superimposed on this field is a large, gold-colored "C" with an 
orange center. As previously stated, this is a simple design, but 
exceedingly meaningful: Letter "C" - Capital for Colorado, Centen¬ 
nial State, Columbine State. Gold - Greatest gold state, All-the 
year sunshine, One of the Columbine's colors. White - Greatest sil¬ 
ver state, Eternal mountain snow, One of the Columbine's colors 
Blue « All-the - year blue sky, One of the Columbine's colors, Color 
of the D.A.R. 

The colors of the Columbine referred to above is substantive 
because of the Columbine being the State Flower of Colorado. The 
Colorado State Flag was originated by the Denver Chapter, Daughters 
of the American Revolution. This design was accepted by the eight¬ 
eenth General assembly, May 6, 1911 and legally adopted on June 5, 
1911. 

The first attempt in producing an elongated coin was so pleas¬ 
ing, a second effort may be made in the not too distant future. 
Additional Data: 

Part of Colorado was within the Louisiana Purchase of 1803,the 
balance was originally owned by Mexico and the Republic of Texas. 

President Buchanan signed the Bill creating the Colorado Ter¬ 
ritory, February 26, 1861. 

The Bill admitting Colorado as the 38th State was approved and 
signed by President Grant, August 1, 1876. 

Of the 51 highest mountains in the United States, 49 of them 

are within the State of Colorado.The highest being, Mt. Elbert, 

14,431*. Pikes Peak has an altitude of 14,110'.

Statistics regarding the Colorado Centennial elongated coin: 
Total number of coins issued - 1,000, Total number of coins rolled 
on 1976-D dimes is 10, *Total number of 1975 dimes used to adjust 
pressure on rollers is 2. Note: One, 1975 half dollar was rolled 
for the Kennedy collection of Edward C. Rochette, Executive Vice 
President of the American Numismatic Association. Total number with 
the State Flag painted - 6. 

* These elongated coins were plated with Colorado Gold, which 
came from the Alma Placer, near the old mining town in South Park, 
Alma, Colorado. This was an area of great gold activity in 1860!
